Lacap, who mado an ex
amination of tho body, waus of the opinion
that Brightman was a victim  of apoplexy,
but e formed this oplmion mors from  the
man’s makoe-up thnn from any symptoms thiat
contd be noticed, The platforin, so  for ns
coul d be seen, wius free fraom loe, so that Lhere
wius apparently no reason for his fulling,
unloss the theory of apoploxy is tho correct
one,

Brighitman has been in the eity about
three ponths, he having come hegce frl_:m
Creston, whoere be was 4 bridge carpenter in
the employ of the Buvlington Ratlway com-
pany. Ho had been in the employ of the
motor compauy only @ short time and his
tellow workmun do not socin to have booén
very well acquainted with him. About
throe weeks ago he broagehit his family to this
ity from Clreston, and has been living with
them at the cornerof Avenua A and Tsw enty-
fifth street.  He leaves a wife and four chils
dren, the oldest of whom is 13 years of age.

pany's physicinns, stated that Brightmon's
avin, loe, nud veck were broken, and that his
fuce wits very much discolored by congos-
ton, which; he thought, was cenused by a
stroke of apoploxy. When Wright cross
exantined him, however, he admitted that
the discoloration might huve been caused by
the vresking of his neck as well us by apop-
lexy,

Most of the guestions asked by Wright
wors intended to deasw out facts which wounld
show that the accident had beon due to some
neghgonee or other on the part of the com-
puny. The family of the dend man is in very
straightened circumstances ned it is prob -
able that thoy will bring & sult aguinst the
company for damages.  ‘The company's side
of the affair was looked after by Attorney A,
W. Askwith. All the testimony had not
beon tuken ut the hour of adjoursment, and
the inguest will be resumed this morning at
10 o'olock.
